New York, Jan. 4.—CJprlano Castro, 
the ex-president of Venezuela, mads 
pp his mind that he has been insulted 
b j 
the 
government of the United 
States, and that honor compels him 
to stay here and fight for the privilege 
#f paying us what he says is purely a 
social call. 
So the little general will 
hot be a passenger for Germany today 
•on the Ham burg-American liner Amer­ 
ica, on which he had booked passage. 
Castro will go before the United 
States district court on Jan. IO and 
endeavor, 
through 
George 
Gordon ■ 
Battle, to get the court to sustain a* 
’♦’lit of habeas corpus which Judge 
Holt has granted. 
Mr. Battle of Senator O’Gorman’c 
law firm of O'Gorman, Battle & Mar­ 
shall had become interested in Cas­ 
tro’s 
predicament, and had decided 
that there was no just reason for pre- 
iventing the ex-president from making 
-a social study of us. 
Thursday Mr. Battle sent to Ellis 
Island Harold A. Content of his firm, 
who had a talk with General Castro. 
The general was delighted that some­ 
one had come forward to take an in­ 
terest in his case. 
He told Mr. Con­ 
tent he was booked to sail away on the 
Amerika on Saturday morning, but 
that if an American citizen desired to 
petition the courts to inquire into the 
justice of his deportation, he would 
be pleased to cancel his steamship 
reservation. 
Case In the Courts. 
When Mr. Content explained the sit­ 
uation to Mr. Battle, the latter decid­ 
ed that Castro was being dealt with 
unjustly and that It was the duty of 
any American citizen who believes 
that political refugees should not be 
barred from landing here to take the 
fight into the courts. Mr. Battle there­ 
fore appeared before Judge Holt as 
tho petitioner for General Castro and 
obtained a writ of habeas corpus. 
Mr. Battle acted as a citizen and 
Mr. Marshall appeared Individually as 
• counsel for Mr. Battle. 
The writ contains the formal state­ 
ment that General Castro Is being de­ 
tained without Just reason, that he 
desires to land, and that neither Gen 
eral Castro or his counsel believes 
that 
he 
comes within any of the 
•classes that are excluded under our 
.immigration laws. 
The lawyers who acted for General 
"Castro said that the writ of habeas 
corpus, which is returnable before the 
United States district court next Fri­ 
day morning, will act as a stay of all 
proceedings on the part of the govern 
in sot, and that, meanwhile, their un 
dem anding was General Castro would

chiefty by way of calling attention te 
a remarkable address recently deliv­ 
ered by Hon. Andrew D. White, form­ 
er president of Cornell college and 
late American ambassador 
to Ger­ 
many. 
Dr. White gave it as his de­ 
liberate opinion that the alarming 
prevalence of crime in this country 
is chargeable to the practice under 
which the administration of criminal 
justice has become largely a game 
played by clever lawyers. 
He point­ 
ed out that there are forty-three times 
more murders in the United States 
than in Canada, and eight times more 
than in Belgium, which has more than 
any other European country. 
Deal­ 
ing with the m atter of penalties, Dr. 
White declared that In the United 
Staters only one murderer in seventy- 
fourHs punished, and that the aver­ 
age criminal serves but seven years 
of a life sentence. 
For the dangerous conditions re­ 
vealed by these figures Dr. White 
would institute measures of the most 
radical character. 
He ridicules the 
vicious theory that crime is a disease 
to be treated as such.

dealt with as crime alone, and rather 
than continue the present defective 
administration of justice he would put 
the professional criminal to death as 
a measure of public safety.

mn agriculturist Is one whose knowl­ 
edge of soil manipulation is largely 
theoretical, while th© farmer is one 
who lives on the soil, coaxing or com­ 
pelling it to yield Its harvests. 
All of this by way of inviting at­ 
tention to the modest career of s 
great American fanner. 
He is David 
Rankin, of Tarkio, Mo., and he cult! 
vales an area of 25,640 acres. If you 
were to call him a landowner he would 
resent it. 
He Insists that he docs 
not "own lands,” but farms and farms 
all be owns. 
Nor would It please 
him to be called an agriculturist; he 
is just a plain farmer doing business 
as an active partner of the soil and 
doing it so successfully that his prop­ 
erty is now worth an average of $100 
an acre. 
He has money invested—-a 
few millions—in 
other 
enterprises, 
but he never forgets that it all came 
from the farm, and therefore never 
allows those outside investments to 
divert him from his farming opera­ 
tions, which he began more than half 
a century ago with possessions con­ 
sisting solely of a good wife and five 
dollars In cash 
It is pleasant to contemplate a ca­ 
reer like David Rankin’s. 
It empha­ 
sizes the importance of sticking to 
one’s chosen work and doing things 
earnestly. 
We do not Imagine that 
Mr. Rankin considers 
his 
material 
wealth as by any means his and Mrs. 
Rankin's 
dearest 
possession. 
Both 
can probably point to certain fields 
of that magnificent farm and recol­ 
lect that it was there that the early 
struggle was hardest, th© soil most 
unresponsive and the rewards of toll 
the smallest. 
And that recollection 
mast bear with it a sense of honora­ 
ble conquest, of justified fair in the 
soil and of useJhness to the common 
good sweeter ffy far than the mere 
possession of the ease and fortune 
which their labors have won.

A custom among attendants of the 
Greek Church at Treblzond explains 
the use of certain tokens which have 
been presented to the American Nu­ 
mismatic Society in this city. 
According to the Journal of the so­ 
ciety sometimes several collections 
are made during the service in these 
churches. 
Even should there be but 
one, the visitor may desire to make a 
special contribution at the shrine or 
picture of some of the saints whose 
impression he desires to secure, or he 
may wish to purchase a candle for use 
in some of the ceremonials in public 
or private devotions. 
On entering the church, therefore, 
he exchanges a certain sum of money 
with the deacon at the gate for an 
equivalent amount of these tokens. He 
is thus able to respond to the calls for 
the various offerings during the ser­ 
vice or to deposit his gift at the shrine 
of the saint by using one or more of 
there tokens as he may be disposed, 
yet without any heavy demand on 
his purse. 
These church tokens are 
sometimes of brass and sometimes of 
paper.

There are three Instrum ents that 
he can play on at once, a snare drum 
with his hands and a bass drum and 
cymbals with his feet, but it is with 
the other contrivances that he pro­ 
duces the realism. 
He has a string 
of sleigh beds hanging handy to Jin­ 
gle when in a moving picture scene a 
sleigh crosses the stage, a bar of steel 
to strike resonantly at the proper mo­ 
m ent for tbe sound of a bell, a whis­ 
tle to blow. 
He may even supplement 
these contrivances by the use of his 
own voice on occasion. 
He may use the drums for im itative 
purposes. 
He im itates the “pucker 
pucker" of a motorboat on the snare 
drum, and with fidelity he reproduces 
the sound of steam exhausts. 
You see lo the picture showing on 
the stage a railroad train rolling Into 
a station. 
Passengers debark and get 
aboard 
The train starts and you see 
the first white puff, the first exhaust 
shoot dp from the engine's stack as 
the engineer gives her steam, and not 
only do you see it but you hear It 
tim, and with a sound so true that 
for a moment you fancy it is the 
real exhaust you hear. 
Then as the 
train gathers headway and its move­ 
ment quickens the noise of the ex 
hauRo come* quicker and quicker and 
nearer together, till they blend final­ 
ly in tbe steady roar, diminishing and 
growing fainter and fainter as the 
train draws away, finally to be lost 
in a fading blur. 
A wonder, all this, in naturalistic 
sound prod notion.

"It is nothing unusual for the larger 
circuses to carry thirty and forty chil­ 
dren ranging all the way from mere 
babies to boys and girls 15 and 16 
years of age,” said Jerom e S. Rogers 
of Chicago, a former circus man. "The 
majority are travelling with their par­ 
ents, both the father and mother do­ 
ing daily duties In the ring, and while 
often they are trained to follow In the 
steps of their eiders they are seldom 
allowed to perform in public. 
"It is a common belief among cir­ 
cus men that the performer 
wbose 
training is not started until after the 
age of 6 will seldom make a distinctive 
record. 
I often saw groups of boys, 
some of whom could not have been 
over 4 or 5 years old, practicing rudi­ 
m entary som ersaults and handsprings, 
while their parents looked on with a 
gratified smile. These were the fami­ 
lies of the circus 
aristocracy, 
who 
treasure the records of their ances­ 
tors with the pride of a son in his 
father’s sword and who see no more 
inspiring calling for their own children 
than that of the great white canvas. 
"Not that their education is neg­ 
lected in other respects; several of the 
families often hire an instructor 
per­ 
haps one of the perform ers who has 
the time and ability for such work 
to coach their children In the standard 
studies. 
One circus, indeed has now 
established a travelling school for the 
youngsters. If they are to be acrobats 
they are to be educated acrobats."
